Such a
comprehensive and detailed review must establish how and why this incident happened. More
importantly, it must determine what steps, if any, may be taken to make our airports and air
transportation system safer and to prevent such a tragedy from happening again.

"In the wake of this tragedy, a thorough examination and review by the federal government is
the most responsible, appropriate and significant response."
